Biggest Tax 
Loophole 


By EDMOND LeBRETON 
Associated Press Writer 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Use 


of secret foreign bank accounts 
probably constitutes the biggest 
single loophole In the entire 
field of tax evasion, according 
to a veteran Investigator of hid- 
den-funds operations involving 
overseas banks. 


"Switterland is a tax haven, 


no doubt about that," Robert 
Morgenthau 
told 
the House 


Banking Committee Tuesday. 
"It isn't only for United States 
citizens- South A m e r i c a n s , 
Arab leaders; all are using 
Swiss banks for tax havens." 


The former New York federal 


attorney who was recently fired 
by President Nixon criticized 
the administration for what he 
called its withdrawal of support 
for a regulatory bill to curb use 
of secret foreign bank accounts 
by criminals and tax cheats. 


Treasury officials have said 


the administration favors the 
bill's goals but fears it is so 
broad that it would do more 
harm than good. 


The measure would require 


record-keeping and reports by 
persons mmaintaining accounts 
in foreign banks protected by 
secrecy laws, and by couriers 
who transport cash or securities 
to such foreign banks. 


The Treasury's doubts appar- 


ently center on requirements for 
U.S. banks to keep detailed re- 
cords, including microfilms, of 
checks cleared. 


But Morgenthau said record- 


keeping provisions of the bill 
are essential for enforcement. 
He voiced concern over what he 
views as success of some large 
domestic banks in undercutting 
support for the legislation. 


In response to Morgenthau's 


testimony, H Treasury Depart- 
ment spokesman summoned re- 
porters and conceded that bank- 
ers had met with Treasury offi- 
cials, but protested implications 
the bankers had forced the de- 
partment to change its position. 


Morgenthau said proliferation 


of branches and subsidiaries of 
U.S. banks overseas is linked 
with the rapid expansion of the 
market in Eurodollars-dollars 
held abroad and traded there. 


"A portion of this growth is 


undoubtedly the result of illegal 
uses of foreign bank accounts," 
he said.

Services with an address listed 
as Post Office Box 127, Uttle 
Rock. 


No such firm is listed In IJt- 


tle Rock telephone directories 
and the Secretary of State re- 
ports that no firm by that name 
had been registered in Arkan- 
sas. 


After some questions about 


national political affairs, the 
questionnaire asks: "What kind 
of job do you think Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller is doing?" 
The questionnaire provided pos- 
sible ratings of excellent, good, 
fair, poor, bad.

Vonrfo/ism 
in Schools 
Big Problem

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


problem of school vandalism is 
a growing one in Arkansas and 
can't be reduced unless admin- 
istrators, parents and students 
are willing to act against It, the 
state's education safety officer 
says. 


Rudolph Bryant, superintend- 


ent of school safety in the state 
Education 
Department, 
said 


one disturbing aspect of the 
vandalism problem Is the' Mel- 
dence of arsons. 


During the past three or four 


years, the major arsons alone 
have caused about $500,000 in 
damage to public school struc- 
tures, Bryant said in an Inter- 
view. 


"As for general vandalism 


and violence in schools, we 
have a problem and it is get- 
ting worse," he said. "But it's 
not as bad as the problem some 
districts have In other parts of 
the country." 


Still, Bryant said, there is 


cause for concern. 


"Administrators, parents and 


students should come to under- 
stand that they can help reduce 
the problem by taking actions 
that are open to them," he 
said.

dents who set the fire to con- 
ceal their theft of typewriters 
and adding machines.

Rock several years ago, de- 
stroying an elementary school 
building, he said. 


Bryant said 
that nonarson 


vandalism also is on the rise.

School in Forrest f'lty where 
students wrecked the .school 
building. 


"It took about $20,000 to re- 


pair the damage," he said. 
"They did a pretty thorough 
job." 


The Forrest City case was ii 


protest over the dismissal of Ji 
Negro teacher, but most inci- 
dents seem to be "pure mean- 
ness," Bryant said. 


"There actually doesn't seem 


to be much reason for It," he 
said. "I'd hesitate to try to de- 
fine the causes." 


So fare, such vandalism 
or 


violence has not progressed to 
the point where schools want 
regular police patrols, he said. 


"Of course, It didn't use to 


be that way in many of the 
northern schools, but it !s get- 
ting to b6 that way up there," 
he said. "The thing for us to 
do is to stop It before it gets 
so bad that we have to take 
similar measures." 


There have been three major 


fires in schools this yeai-, Bry- 
ant 
said, but arson has not 


been confirmed in any of them. 


One was at Ashdown, where 


a gymnasium burned.

have most of the oil did not at- 
tend the Cairo conference. Saudi 
Arabia 
and Kuwait 
already 


have made it clear that they do 
not intend to cut their own eco- 
nomic throats, and even the new 
revolutionary 
government of 


Libya is not likely to choke off 
the goose that lays a golden egg 
worth a billion a year. 


Of the countries at the con- 


frontation summlt-so called be- 
cause the five nations are those 
with troops actively engaged 
against Israel— only Iraq is a 
big oil exporter. American in- 
terests comprise about 23 per 
cent of the Western-owned Iraq 
Petroleum Co,, which produces 
Iraq's oil.

Meat Plants 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Dr. 


J. T. Herron, the state health 
officer, released Tuesday the 
names of Arkansas meat plants 
that have been closed or cleaned 
up on orders of the state Health 
Department. 


Dr. Herron, who had declined 


earlier to release the names, 
said he had decided to make 
them public after talking with 
W. A. Eldredge, the Heath De- 
partment attorney. 


Eldredge, who originally ad- 


vised Herron not to reveal the 
names, was contacted earlier in 
the week by the Little Rock 
chapter of Sigma Delta Chi, the 
professional society of journal- 
ists, and urged to advise Herron 
that failure to name the com- 
panies was a violation of the 
1967 Freedom of Information 
Law. 


Herron had told the Arkansas 


Legislative Council last month 
that 17 meat packing plants had 
been closed by his department 
under the state meat inspection 
program 
because they were 


health hazards. 


Her ion's list showed 42 meat 


packing plants that closed vol- 
untarily because they could not 
meet the department's health 
standards. Herron said a few of 
them reopened later. 


Herron said another 20 namos 


on the list were those that he

Apparently, three of 
them were ordered closed after 
Herron's appearance.

they are responsible tor no one 
and to no government. But if 
they start sabotaging American 
oil installations, they are not 
only going to hurt the oil coun- 
tries, they are going to hurt the 
three biggest have-nots of the 
Arab world— Egypt, Jordan and 
the guerrillas themselves. 


From their oil wealth, Saudi 


Arabia, Kuwait and Libya are 
contributing $228 million a year 
to Egypt and $96 million to Jor- 
dan. And at the Arab summit 
conference in Morocco In De- 
cember the oil states agreed to 
give the guerrillas' Palestine 
Liberation Organization $19 mil- 
lion. 


Saudi Arabia has warned its 


financial aid could not continue 
if Its oil income was stopped, a 
warning prompted by three sab- 
otage attacks by Arab guerrillas 
last year on the pipeline that 
carries Saudi oil to the Mediter- 
ranean. Like Saudi Arabia, Ku- 
wait and Libya have no source 
of Income but their oil, and 
Algeria and Iraq, the other 
Arab oil states, aren't giving 
their oil money to anybody. 


Plans to 


Bring Up 
Bond Issue 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller said Tues- 
day he would ask the special 
session of the legislature next 
month to set an election on a 
highway bond issue proposal. 


Asked at a news conference 


whether he would Include the 
bond, proposal in bis call for the 
session, 
Rockefeller replied, 


"Yes, 
I'm perfectly comfort- 


able about including that." 


The state Highway Commis- 


sion had asked Rockefeller to 
Include a bond proposal in his 
call for the special session. The 
commissioners have not said 
how much of a bond issue they 
want, but they have indicated 
that it should be $100 million or 
more. 


The legislature must author- 


ize an election on a bond issue. 
The voters would then decide 
whether to approve them. 


Rockefeller said it is possible 


that an amount such as $100 


million could not be sold in one 


lump. He said It might be that 
the 
bond proposal would be 


similar to one in Louisiana in 
which $200 million have been 
authorized but the bonds are 
sold in Increments of $15 mil- 
lion. 


The governor said Florida ap- 


proved a 
$500 million bond 


issue, but found that no bidders 
could be attracted for so large 
a sum. 


Rockefeller, asked if it was 


advisable to have a bond issue 
when 
interest rates are the 


highest in years, said it was 
possible the bonds could be held 
until Interest rates are more 
favorable. 


The governor said the pro- 


posal would be permissive. He 
said the sale of bonds could be 
authorized 
without 
requiring 


that they be sold by a certain 
deadline. 


Asked Tuesday night at the 


taping of "Opinion" on Little 
Rock television station KATV 
what control he would have ov- 
er the handling of the bonds, 
Rockefeller said he would have 
none. He said he could only 
trust the Highway Commission. 


"1 have to," he said. "1 have 


no control over them." 


The 
commission has 
sent 


Rockefeller 
a 10-page report 


justifying its bond proposal, but 
the governor said at the news 
conference he liad nul read it 
yet. The commission has said 
no new taxes 
would be 
re- 


quired. 


The commission will retire 


later this year a 1941 bond re- 
funding issue, freeing $7, 17 5, 000 
that has been spent annually to 
retire that debt. 


The governor said he and his 


staff would try to get out the 
legislative call by the weekend, 
but he said it was more likely 
it would not be ready until early 
next week.

Information 
on Social 
Mans Told

If you have any questions re- 


garding social security, t invite 
your letters. Just send them to

QUESTION: I have been re- 


ceiving Workmen's Compensa- 
tion for some time now due to 
an injury on the job. Will this 
prevent my drawing disability 
benefits under social security? 


ANSWER: 11 may affect the 


amount you and your family could 
receive in disability benefits. 
You should discuss this with your 
social security representatives 
in person, as it depends on the 
circumstances in each Individual 
case. 


QUESTION: A friend has ad- 


vised me to file a claim for dis- 
ability benefits, as I am unable 
to work due to Illness. However, 
I am only 23 years old and have 
only worked a few years part- 
time. Is there any point In try- 
ing to draw social security?They 
told me two years ago that I 
didn't have enough work under 
social security to qualify. 


ANSWER: 
Yes, you should 


make another claim for social 
security disability benefits. Due 
to recent changes In the law, 
you may have enough credit to 
be eligible. Persons who were 
disabled before age 31 may now 
be insured under a special pro- 
vision. 


QUESTION: I am 20 years old 


and drawing social security as 
a full tlnv; student, based on my 
father's record. If I drop some 
courses and attend as a part 
time student for a while, should 
1 notify social security or just 
leave that up to the school? 


ANSWER: !t Is your obiliga- 


tion to report to social security 
if you stop attending school on 
a full time basis. Your benefits 
will be terminated with the last 
month of full time attendance. 
The school may also send In a 
report but this does not relieve 
you of the responsibility of re- 
porting. 


QUESTION: Are social secu- 


rity disability beneficiaries now 
elegible for Medicare? 
ANSWER: Tills is being consi- 
dered by a special committee 
at the present time, but as the 
law now stands, only people at 
least G5 are eligible for Medi- 
care.
